Washington, Sept. 25.—Samuel T, B'er- 
gu.stm, of the Ferguson Con.stnictlon com­ 
pany of Pittsburg, was instantly killed 
and his secretary, Charles L. Martin, of 
Cincinnati, fatally Injured this afternoon 
on the Middletown road, fifteen miles 
from here. They were driving In a buggy, 
carrying IS.GCO cash with which to pay off 
men employed on the construction* work 
along till* line of the Wabash railroad, 
when suddenly an explosion of dynamite 
in the roadway literally tore the rig to 
picces, killed Ferguson outright and threw 
Martin 2fK) feet and tearing his left arm 
almost from thé socket. It is learned two 
men placed the dynamite In the road for 
the purjiose of killing Ferguson and had 
arranged to explode it by means of an 
elcctric battery. 
The satchel containing 
the money Is missing. Two suspects are 
under arrest In the camp of the con­ 
struction company', but farmers of- the 
section who are scouring the country for 
traces of the murdérers believe they 
have one of them at bay in an abandoned 
coal mine. 


The force of the explo.sion was terrific. 
A groat hole was torn in the ground, the 
horses literally - blown to fragments and 
the buggj' torn to pieces. 
About thirty 
feet north of the spot where the ex­ 
plosion occurred Ferguson's 
body 
was 
found terribly torn, while nearby was 
l^fartln frightfully wounded. 
The dyna­ 
mite was undoubtedly fired by electricity, 
as a copper wire was found extending 
from a Jiole made by the explosion to 
the bushes where Jhe battery was lo­ 
cated. 


Vienna. Sept. 25.—It Is reported the Rus­ 
sian note which was handed to the Bul­ 
garian- government to night has caused 
much excitement in Sofiiju. -.The note 
recognizes Turkey as« preinter power In 
tiie Balkiins and admits her right to sup- 
pre.ss rebellion in her own territory as she 
thinks best.

on what was to be a record mile.

and Increasing his speed down the back 
stretch, moving with marvelous regular­ 
ity. 
Reaching the half In 50 .seconds, 
Delmar trotted around the turn without 
a falter, finishing the three-quarters in 
1:29. with the world’s record his if he 
maintained the speed. The gelding, how­ 
ever, could not maintain the pace, but 
trotting the la.st quarter in 31 and equalled 
the world'.s record of 2:00, and set a new 
m ark for trotting geldings and himself.

Ziegler Expedition Heard From 
—Absence of Animal Life 
Noted. 


New York. Sept, 25.—William Ziegler has 
received a letter froni Captain Fiala, com- 
m.indlng the .steamer American, aboard 
of w'hich is the Ziegler Ai^ctlc expedition. 
The tetter is dated July 20 and tells of 
meeting with immense quantities of ice, 
notes >:trange absence of animal life and 
says many dead birds were seen upon 
cakes of floating ice, and they had not 
.seen a polar bear. 
It is thought tliere 
muiu-+i;i ve been some unusual distxu'banec 
of nature in that part of the polar regions 
to accoxmt for these conditions and the 
report of Mr. Fiala tells of eiTorts to find 
lead In the Ice and of failure: of returning 
on the course and resuming the isearcli 
for lead. 
He expressed the opinion the 
absence of animal life 
indicates 
th a t 
there is either an Immense field of ice 
north or lots of open water. Everything 
aboard the vessel w'as harmonious and all 
enjoying good health.

Wasliington, Sept. ^ .—EHlis H. Roberts, 
treasurer of the United State.s, who is a t­ 
tending a joint convention of the Mary­ 
land and D istrict of Columbia Bankers' 
association, to night delivered an address 
before that convention. He said that the 
"current financial discussion 
deals 
in 
much the larger part with national bank 
notes. They constitute less than one-sixth 
of our stock of money, $418,587,973 out of 
|i2,70S,60:3.fi‘w, and no legislation cap change 
that ratio very materially. 
Gold on the 
other hand furnishes'll,267,703,949, Or near­ 
ly half of our Btock and it grew nearly 
;jci2.W0,iJ00 last month.” 


Roberts cited .statlstic.s showing the pro­ 
portions of the various classes of money 
in this country. He also showed that our 
treasury holds 3 9-10 times the amount 
of gold of the Bank of England; 3 8-10 
times as much as the Imperial German 
bank and lack.s only eight millions of be­ 
ing equal to that of both England atid 
I<’iance. 
ftis comparison pf the basi.< 
of the tlnaaces of other nations with ihDi 
of the Unittd States was favorable .tv> 
the latter. 
Statlsticii of the growth of 
the oil'ieial trea.sury of several iiuropeati 
eountrie.s v/ere cited to .show that the 
I'nited State.s had made the greate.st per­ 
centage of increa.se. 
He declaied the 
strength of our circulating medium atid 
crown, ay well as the ctirnerstcme of our 
financial system, lies in gold eurretiiy. 
In conclusion he said: 
"Certain timid 
ouls look upon our real money as a 
Samson v/hose locks at some time may be 
shorn by a FhiliHtlne Belilah and its 
strength clipped away. Now this Belilah 
takes the form of rush to the treasury 
of United States notes. Again she appears 
in the garb of a secretary-treasury using 
silver for official paym ent, and finally 
she beci>mes congress indulging in wild 
legislation. 
If mathematics Is good for 
anything it proves greenback.s cannot be 
procured in volume enough to be more 
than a spray beating on Gibraltar. Every 
fcecretary wiil find silver fs le.sa wlthir 
his control for actual use than gold Is; 
he cannot make sliver current for large 
payments. ^.As for congress, Its pow'er is 
vast: but with an infiow of ^,000,000 a 
year of gold into the treasury no act of 
legislation can stop the m ajestic force.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


A Cover Crop.

In 1856 Mrs. Smith was married to 
James Smith, of Cincinnati, a mu­ 
sician of ability and also a composer 
of some note. They resided for four 
or five years in Kew York city, but 
the beginning of the ci'sil war found 
them in Alabama, where Mr Smith 
wa* at the head of the Vernal acade- 
aay, with Mrs. Smith assisting him 
as a member of the faculty of that 
school. 


The many and varied experiences 
through which they passed during this 
turbulent period are too numerous 
to admit of recount, but the deter­ 
mination of Mr.. and Mrs. Sjnith can 
be seen from the fact that this school 
was the only one in southern Ala­ 
bama and Mississippi tliat was not 
suspended during the war. The doors 
of the school were never closed dur­ 
ing this time, but for three days they 
were without pupils owing to the ter­ 
ror-stricken condition of tlie inhabit­ 
ants, due to Donaldson’s raid. Their 
sympathy with the northern cause 
•ausod tliem to live in constant fear, 
and many were the diro threats of 
vangeancc*. ma<lo against them by the 
bitter partisans of the SQUth/ 


After the war Mr.'and Mrs. Smith 
rcmored to Kansas.whore they contin- 
■ ifd their school work and also con­ 
ducted a small farm. 
It w&s their 
misfortune to lie in Kansas at the 


time of i the gtasiehopper.i^ t. 
The 
devastation wrought at this time is 
too wfell kuown to need recapitula­ 
tion, but resulted in the complete de> 
vastation of the 
fi^uit ferees and 
practically every* bit of lierbage where 
they made their ap^arance. The citi- 
atens of ti^ state were rendered penni- 
lejis by"the dreadful visitation, and 
Mr.^ and Mrs. Smith fared no better 
than the rest. 


In 1875 Mrs. Smith was engaged as 
a teacher of music at the Illinois Fe­ 
male collcge, being the first lady to 
teach music in that institution, and 
hero >lio remained for a number of 
year«, and afterward conducted a pri­ 
vate music studio where she met with 
eminent success. 


In 1887 Mr, and Mrs»-Smith remov­ 
ed to Citronelle, Ala., and this place 
lias since been their home, aiid large­ 
ly through her this popular w'inter re­ 
sort liHK become known to numbers 
of Jacksonville people, who annually 
spf-iiid a portif»n of the winter in that 
flf'light fui suburb of Mobile. During 
tbf sc yoars as a music teacher Mrs, 
Smith has given instruction to hun­ 
dreds, and many of thein have be­ 
come talented and brilliant musicians, 
who are proud to state that they re­ 
ceived their first instruction and on- 
courngement from her and caught 
that inspiration from her that cifin 
i)nly come from one who is a tru(; 
artist herself, én inspiration that is 
essential to future ¡Success. 


Mrs. Smith to day 
can number 
among her pupils residents all over 
the. country, from New York in the 
east to California in the west; in 
China, Japan and the Hawaiian isl­ 
ands. 
As a teacher ot music Mrs. 
Smith’s ability ^s not confined to the 
piano and voice, but she has given 
instructions oil the guitar, violin, ban­ 
jo and flute,* and only a few years ago 
refused a flattering offer to direct 
and instruct a brass band. 


Last May Mrs. Smith went to Cali­ 
fornia to be present at the general as­ 
sembly of the Presbyterian church, 
and while there was the guest for 
over a month at the home of one of 
her forimer pupils. SKé left Chicago 
May 13 on a train of three seceitnon 
bearing 999 pilgrims to this gather­ 
ing. The trip was ,/t delightful one, 
and on the way a stop was made 
Sunday at Salt Lake City,where those' 
who so desired had an opportunity of 
attend ing the special exercises held at 
the Mormon tabernacle in honor or 
the visitors. The hallelujah chorus of 
200 voices, superbly trained, support­ 
ed by an organ of 6,000 pipes that had 
lately been remodeled at a cost of 
$10,000, was indeed a grand treat for 
a musician. The man who built the 
organ, it is said, never built one be­ 
fore and has never constructed one 
since, and the gentleman who plays 
it is said to have never taken a music 
lesson in his life; yet he plays in a 
most miraculous manner. After the 
exercises of the chorus an organ con­ 
cert, lasting half an hour, was given 
and was coiHgluded with the^ever pop­ 
ular “Homo, Sweet Home,” played 
with variations, while the audience 
sat enthralled. 
While in Los An­ 
geles at tliQ session of the assèmbly 
Mrs. Smith, who had ever been active­ 
ly identified witli the Presbyterian 
church and with missionary efforts, 
had the rare opportunity and pleasure 
in one day to listen to fourteen re­ 
turned lady missionaries, represent­ 
ing the missionary fields of the South 
Sea Islands. India, Japan, China and 
Southern Africa. 


Mrs. Smith will remain in Jackson­ 
ville for several weeks as the guest of 
her sister, but will return about the 
middle of October to continue her 
musictwork with a large class of pu­ 
pils ill Citronelle and Mobile. 


it li&s been Mrs. Smith’s good for­ 
tune to enjoy almost perfect health, 
and this fact, coupled with her indo­ 
mitable will and energy, has enabled 
her to override obstacles and accom­ 
plish purposes that those less favored 
w'ould shrifik from, and it cau indeed 
bo said that she has had a most suc­ 
cessful life experience that is most 
gratifying to herself and

Hfere is a little feat that any boy 
can perform and j^et it looks like a 
rick of a magician.

south of ^fieorgia. 
In that district^ 
w'hen there are opportune rains hi May 
and June to mature the crop, the aver­ 
age yield is about 800 bushels of on­ 
ions per acre, worth 
a bushel. Dur­ 
ing May and Juno the necessavy rains 
did not come, and complete loss of crop 
followed, tiie plants withering away in 
the dry and shriveling heat. One good 
irrigation each year would have saved 
the crop and made the returns maxi­ 
mum in quantity and irreproachable 
in quaiitj%—American Cultivator.

A child born with a nenroua consti­ 
tution is to be pitied or envied ae* 
cording as he has xmrents who do or 
do not know how to treat him. Char­ 
acter is tiiade or marred, even more 
than we are wont to believe, by the 
training which the child receives, and 
the future of no child is more abso­ 
lutely in the keeping of its father and 
mother than is that of the nervous 
child. 
By injudicious treatment suca 
a child may be made to grow up a 
physical and moral wreck, at odds 
with all the world, while under wise 
management it may develop into one 
of the habest types of lovable man or 
woman—^gentle, 
affectionate, 
sensi­ 
tive, intellectual and dependable, saya 
Youth’s Companion. 


The nervous child is often difficult 
to manage, especially if the mother is 
impatient with its despondency or its 
Irritability. 
Scoldings only increase 
the tension of ita nervous system and 
more severe punishment, which the 
phlegmatic child takes with scarce a 
whimper and to its betterment, is 
often cruel in the extreme. 


There are two types of nervous chil­ 
dren—the active child, always on the 
go, inquisitive and acquisitive, but 
delicate as the mimosa leaf, shrinking 
back into itself at the first repulse or 
harsh word; and the pale, quiet, sen­ 
sitive child, intelligent and thoughtful, 
but retiring. 
The child of the first 
type deyelops into the inventor, the 
active philanthropist, the promoi|Br, 
the schemer, the adventurer, or the 
leader of criminals, according as his 
training has been wise or foolish. The 
child of the second type becomes the 
philosopher, the thinker, the man of 
letters, the poet, or the misanthrope, 
the sour recluse, and the plotter 
against society and government. 


One great mistake in training a 
nervous child is to try to strengthen 
the nerves by opposition. A nervous 
child must be guided, not driven: If 
^raid of the dark it must not be 
forced to sleep in a closed room with­ 
out a glimmer of light It should not 
laughed at for its natural timidity, 
but should be gently convinced by ar­ 
gument of the groundlessness of its 
fears. At the same time its physicial 
constitution should receive careful at­ 
tention. Tonics, good, digestible food, 
an open-air iife, avoldajtce of loag 
hours of study, frequent changes of 
air and scene are all not only service­ 
able. but, one might say. indispensable 
in the transformation of ^ e child of 
nervous dispoisition into the well- 
poised man or woman.

On the reigister at the Crescent 
hotel, under date of Tuesday, Sept. 
22, appears the name, “Mrs. Halli- 
day, East St. Louis.” 
The person 
thus signing her name came to the 
Crescent about half an- hour before 
noon on Tuesday and said to the lady 
at the desk that she was. tired and 
would like a room for a fev/ hours. 
She was assigned to a room and later 
in the day said she would stay in the 
city several days. 


Friday night about 7 o’clock noises, 
yueh a.s would bu made by one in 
grea.t agony, were heard in this room 
aiid the porter, Sam liced. wi*nt to 
tlu* .iooui, but lliL* door was loektid 
and it was‘iiecesary to break the lock 
in 'ord<i- to effect an entrance, the 
woman, meanwhih*, yelling-“niurdor.” 
f'pon entering the room the woman 
wa.*: found lying across the-bed in a 
convulriion, wliiie on the tahh* n<‘ar 
by w’as found an eighth of an ounce 
hot tie of sulphate of .strychnino, which 
had been eniptie<l of its cont/'nts; also 
on the same table was a paj)or of ar- 
seiiir; poison, whieh had not been 
touched, and also another paper lyiiijr 
open, which had contained some sort 
of white powdered <lrug. Doctors 
iiairgrove. Day, Potts and King were 
•snnnnoned and evei^’'tliing possible 
was done to relievf* tho woman’s suf­ 
fering, Doctors Day and Potts con- 
tiiiiiing with the patient for many 
hours. Very little change was noticed 
in lier condition up until 12 o’clock, 
an^l he.r chances for recovery are 
v«‘ry slim. 


The actions of this w-oman about 
the hotel since her arrival had boon 
vi;ry peculiar. She talked to no one 
and had remained closely to lier room, 
no\v and then going for a walk on the 
streets, but during her entire stay 
here 
she has 
apparently had no 
friends and cared to talk to no one. 


That lier decree of suicide was de- 
lilxirately plamied seems to be well 
borne out by the fact that the first 
vestige of identiiication is yet to be 
found. No words spoken, no letters 
or papers, none of her effects or any 
of jier clothing bear the first vestige 
of a mark that could possibly indi- 
i*ate who she was or wiiere she had 
come from. She had in her room a 
Springfield 
State-Register, 
dated 
Sept. 20, w’hich she had obtained 
some where. She brought with her 
no grip or baggage of any kind and 
her clothing i consisted of the red 
wrapper, which she had on when she 
took the poison, and a dark blue eta- 
mine dress, newly made and one of 
late design and a white shirt waist. 
There v/as no mark on any of her 
clothing, her undergarments being 
new. just off the store sl^elves. She 
surely had some object in view in cut­ 
ting off every posible means of find­ 
ing out lier identity. 


She had in her possession a white 
sik belt, a chatelaints purse in which 
were $4.50 in silver, a gold lead pencil 
a pair of eye glasses with long gold 
chain attached, a trunk key, a stick 
pin and a heavy ix?nkriife; also a raf- 
ile ticket. No. 807. 


There w^as pinned on her jacket a 
small chatelaine watch, with gold 
lands and fancy dial, Swiss move^ 
ment. 


The only posible clue obtained was 
one of her finger rings, which, if the 
proiK^r person could be found, would 
‘urnish a means of identifying her. 
She had on the third finger of her 
eft hand tliree i*ings, and one of 
these was a large gold band ring, hav­ 
ing embossed tipon the outside of it 
the emblems of the Ladies of the 
jVfaccabee lodge, and upon the inside 
was inscribed “M. to Esther.” 
She 
also had a Maccabees pin, which she 
lad used to pin the neck of the wrap^ 
per she had on at the time of “taking 
the poison. 
The setting in one of 
the rings was a small moonstone and 
the other was a turquoise, with six 
pearls set about it. 


• The back of her hands were freckl­ 
ed and on her right hand was a long 
scar; running from the base of the 
thumb to the wrist, apparently of 
many years standing. 


She was a young lady apparently 
about 27 years of age, five feet and 
our inches in heighth,weighing about 
30 pounds. She has a heavy head of 
ight brown hair and blue grey eyes, 
n her face was a careworn exjaers- 
sion, though her features were- sym­ 
metrical. 


She told one of the girls at the 
lotel Thursday that she was exx)ect- 
ing her husband in a few days and 
le sad feauire in tliis ease is the 
act that she was soon to have become 
mother. Should she die from the 
effects of the poisoning there will be 
no one to notify, unless by chance 
some part of her description shall be 
read by one who knows her.
